No-doubt were dishonest and 
disorderly shops closed, & grest reform 
would be achieved. The poorest and ua- 
hhealtuiest localities might also be served 
by @ reduction of the number o! gin-shops, 
In this way not only might leu liquor be 
#eld, but certainly « better quality would 
be, to the advantage of the health of the 
consumer. The Montreal experiment 
Will be watched with interest, with a view, 
Perhaps, to imitation elsewhere, should i, 
Proves success. Of cours if untloensed 
hope were to spring up in place of those 
closed, nothing would. be gained by the 
action of the adtnortties, But they may’ 
‘show themselves able to prevent this 
abuse while doing away with the other.

RECIPROCITY. 


‘The renewal of a reciprocity treaty be- 
tween Canada and the United Stites is = 
matter of euch importance to both coun- 
tries that it would be difficult to estima: 
its value in money. Since 1866, when U 
treaty of 1854 was ended by the United 
‘States, the progress which Canads has 
made is scarcely equalled by anything ac- 
complished in a like period of time even 
by the great Republic, population and 
all other circumstances consiteed. Can- 


| nda learnt in that time to depend upon ber 


own rosources, and an impetus was given 
to manufactoring industry in the Do- 
mivion which could hardly bave been ex« 
pected to take place hed this coure 
ty continued to depend upon 
her neighbour for the importation 
of maoufsctured articles aa was the case 
previous (0 1866. Although it was intend- 
‘ed by the termination of the treaty om th® 
part cf the Stxies to inftict punishment on 
Canada for the part she took ia reference 
{> Fenian matters, our neighbors have 
found to their cout that this action operate 
ed in quite the opposite direction, and 
tat they were themselves the suflerers. 
Canada began to manufacture the articles 
which were tormerly imported fiom the 
United Stater, or to import from Europe ; 
od experience hes shown that such things 
as household furniture of Canadian mana 
facture are much vaperior to what was 


formerly imported. Besides, Canada bas | Ti 


fast area of now and fertile land, much of 
red wiils timber, while the Suates do 
‘not stand in such an advantageous position, 
#0 that they were compelled to purchase 
our raw material despite a prohibitory 
tariff and, therefore, the excess of Cu 
dian exports over imports from the United 
states is something like $7,000,000 ans 
ually, Under these circumstances, and 
‘considering that the trade between Canada 
and the United States, aa shown by ‘the 
Feport of the Buresa of Statiatios for 1873, 
4a about equal to the combined trade with 
the States and Scotland, Ireland, the West. 
Indies, Australia, and Kong Kong, it ie not 
‘surprising that oar neighbours should be 
anxions to renew the treaty, Besides, it 
must be for the mutual interest of both 
countries that they should be in 
friendly commercial relations, and 
it matters be 40 arranged ms to. enable 
Yemele under both flags to use without reo 
striction the waters of the great laker, the 
canals, and the River St, Lawrence, the 
vantage to the whole world must be ap- 
arent from the fact that the produce of 
the Wort will ad « much more rexty cous 
Yeyance toa profitable market. By the 
assimilation of interests, it will vot be too 
much to expect our neighbours assisting 
tus in the completion of certain railway 
connections, such ss the bridging of the 
River St, Joho, which would have the 
efot of diverting» large amount of the 
allio between this Continent and Europe 
towards Halifax, as mentioned in the 
Senate the other day, and. thus materially 
fmproving the tine of the Lower Pro- 
vince. The treaty which. is now 
Propned to be made ia very much 
‘tbe renewal of that of 1864, by 
which alarge list of articles wore admitted 
free of duty into each country. ‘These 
were breadatufs of all kinds, animals,

DOMINION OR PROVINCIAL 
LEGISLATION ? 


Since the meeting uf the Dominion 
hardly aday has passed without «come 
plaint being made, either in one Chamber 
OF the otber of the Legislature, of the 
‘amount of time taken up by private bills 
Of course itis not to be supposed that pri- 
‘rate bills ought not to receive their props 
‘or share of attention, but it must be borne 
im mind thet many of the measates upon 
which legialation is sought are of such a 
stare as to be entirely within the com 
petence of the Provincial Legislatures to 
deal with. The course siopted by the 
Promoters of these bills, seems to be to 
insert « clause by which powsrs are 
sought to carry on busiowss im all the 
Provinces of the Dominion, when in re- 
ality 1% f¢ only intended that the partion 
lar traje or manufacture of the company 
seeking incorporation will be confined to 
ne of the Provinces. It is, however, 
Recessary to iosert such ® cluse in the 
bill, im order to gain for it the recognition 
of the Dominion Parliament. Nom, it 20 
happens that very often rs much, time is 
lout by discussing whether the messare is 
one that might be-ptoperly tiken up by 
the Local Legislature, as would be spent 
‘upon it if its consideration were immedi. 
ately proceeded with; and thus important 
pablie qusstions are pusbed into a corner 
while small matters of this kind 
with considerable eara- 
eatnos. It was only the other day 
that the fact was mentioned in the Senate, 
hat the Seasion was fast drawing to 0 clove, 
and up to that time there had been no im- 
Portant measures brought before that 
branch of the Legislature ; yet there were 
the tariff question, the Election Bitl, and 
the Canadian Pacitts Rallway scheme to be 
ousidered.
